Ohio, and Hon. Logan Root, of Arkansas, 
were placed in nomination for vice-chair­ 
m an of the committee, but both declined 
in favor of H . A. Potter, of New Jersey, 
who was unanimously chosen. The ad­ 
dress to General Harrison having been 
signed by each member, the committee 
placed itself at the disposal of the local 
committee of arrangem ents. 
Hon. J . N. 
H uston, chairman, before adjourning the 
committee, voted to meet in New York 
City, at the M urray H ill H otel, at 10 
o’clock, Saturday morning, for the pur­ 
pose of arranging the programme for the 
notification of Hon. Levi P. Morton. 


AT THE HOUSE. 
A t 11:3& the delegation proceeded in 
carriages to the house of General H arri­ 
son. 
H o b . Russell Harrison and Capt. 
M. F. McLean m et the delegates at the 
door and escorted them through the hall 
into the parlor, being the center room be­ 
tween the drawing-room and the library. 
The latter room and the hallways were 
crowded with friends and neighbors of 
General Harrison, including many ladies. 
W hen the Committee had all entered the 
room at twelve, General H arrison and 
bis wife came down-stairs.

In do­ 
ing this, we may be perm itted to remind 
you that your selection m et the hearty 
approval of the whole Convention. It 
left no em bittered feelings or lukewarm 
supporters, and its action voiced the aver­ 
age and best judgm ent of the Conven­ 
tion.

A BEER PIPE LINE. 


In gen io u s C o n triv a n c e fo r 
S a a r * 
p in g F in g ers a t tlie L lcen ae C o u rt. 
Cool beer ^ n unlim ited quantities in 
every m au’s house to be obtained simply 
by turning a spigot, the same as for 
water. That is the latest plan to cir­ 
cum vent the License Court. 
It is cer­ 
tainly true th at “ necessity is the mother 
of invention,” and the scarcity of saloons 
after June 1st has set many persons to 
cudgelling their brains for plans to make 
up for I he loss. 
That oí furnishing beer 
to private houses through pipes running 
direct from the brewery is the invention, 
of W illiam Hogg. 
He will apply for a 
patent at once, and if he secures one, 
will begin preparations for putting th e 
scheme into effect. 
The idea is to lay pipes in the streets, 
the same as other pipes are laid, and 
these will have house connections, the 
beer passing through a meter in each 
house, to show the quantity used. Tbe 
pipes will be of peculiar construction and 
three in num ber, one inside the other. 
The outer pipe will be of clay. This will 
surround an inner pipe of iron, which 
will still have another inside of it. The 
inner pipe will be two inches ru diam eter, 
lined with silver to prevent corrosion. 
Between this pipe and the other iron 
pipe will be a space of abont two inches 
all around, to give space to a current of 
cold air from the ice-making m achinery 
at the brewery, thus keeping the beer 
cool all the time. 
Mr. Hogg calculated that a pressure cf 
50,000 gallons in a hogshead or res­ 
ervoir on the sixth floor of the brew­ 
ery w ill b e su filc ie u t to force tbe beer 
through the pipes and into the houses 
where the B ervice pipes run. 
The co l* 
Burners w ill pay no license or tax, but it 
will be necessary for the brewer to affix 
the internal revenue stamps to the hogs­ 
head in the brewery. 
The plan contem­ 
plates sending around persons once a 
month to examine the meters, see how 
much beer has been consumed and col­ 
lect the money for it. About once m 
month the pipes will be cleaned thor^ 
cughly, in order to keep them in 
* 
condition and prevent the beer 
spoiling.—[Pittsburgh Times.

How It Was Celebrated iu 
This City.

Tw o Street Parades—Literary Ex­ 
ercises—A thletic Sports—Cricket 
Match—Incidents. 


At the hour of midnight the silence 
which reigned over Los Angeles was 
broken by the clamorous ringing of fire- 
bells, and a few hours later the roar of 
100 cannon fired from Fort H ill called 
th e citizens from their couches to par­ 
ticipate in the festivities arranged to 
celebrate the natal day of the nation’s 
independence. 
At an early hour the 
labor of love of decorating the city was 
resum ed, and by the time the sun had 
risen high in the heavens and the eight- 
seers bad commenced to congregate on 
th e streets, the route to be traversed by 
th e procession presented a very gay ap­ 
pearance. Myriads of flags waved from 
store windows and porticos, brightly- 
colored bunting fluttered from streamers 
extended from housetop 
to housetop 
and in many instances artistic de­ 
signs in ferns and flowers had been 
erranged by enterprising 
individuals 
w ith more than the ordinary enthusiasm. 
The morning train conveyed to the city a 
host of merry-m akers and by 9 o clock it 
was estim ated that there were, at least. 
100,000 people on the streets. 
They 
scattered here, there and everywhere, 
filling the ice cream parlors and hotel 
lobbies, and as the day grew on apace 
and a H adean heat began to make itself 
apparant the consumption of iced drinks 
kept the venders of those compounds 
busy dispersing them . 
About 10 o clock 
the news went around that as the wind 
w as favorable and everything ready Prof. 
V an Tassell would at once make his bal­ 
loon ascent instead of at I r. m . as at 
first 
announced, so a rush at once 
took place at the H aym arket when the 
aerial chariot was anchored. There it 
stood, straining at the meshes which 
confined it to the earth, and swaying to 
and fro in the gentle breeze which was 
blowing, as its silken sides expanded un­ 
der the influx of gas with which it was 
being inflated. 
About 10:30 o clock all 
was in readiness for flight axid a few 
m inutes later Mr. Van Tassell, accom­ 
panied by his wife, stepped into the bas­ 
ket and gave the signal to unlash the 
moorings. The parachute, by means of 
which Mrs. V an Tassel would, it was 
announced, descend to the ground after 
jum ping into space, was 
lashed to 
th e side of 
the 
car, and was 
strongly 
built structure, 
though to 
the ordinary eye 
it 
looked a very 
fragile machine to be entrusted with the 
life of a hum an being hundreds of feet 
above terra firma. 
Ih e hands on the 
city clock registered 10:40 when the last 
knot was untied and sw ish! away went 
the balloon in its npward journey. It 
traveled like a dart at first and then en­ 
countering a current of air moved oil in 
a northwesterly direction, its movements 
being watched by the upturned faces of 
th e interested multitude. The populace 
soon wended its way back to the main 
thoroughfares, however, and lined the 
streets to be passed by the cavalcade, 
num bers of them journeying to the cor­ 
ner of Seventh and Main streets, where 
the procession was to be formed. It 
was a busy scene that they encountered 
there. 
M arshals wearing the sash insig- 
Tfgj of their office galloped to and fro 
arranging their forces, and ever and anon 
a detachm ent came marching up the 
street, and after reporting at headquar 
tors proceeded to the portion assigned it 
in the parade. 
Grand Marshal E. C. 
Burlingame made a most efficient officer 
and was ably assisted by the numerous 
aids by whom he was surrounded, so ev­ 
erything went like clockwork and at 10:45 
the signal “ all ready” was given, and 
THE PROCESSION MOVED. 
Giving orders to his subordinates in 
stentorian tones Chief of Police Cuddy 
headed the parade on a prancing palfrey, 
and his instructions were evidently given 
w ith good generalship, for no hitch oc­ 
curred 
to travel along the entire line 
of march. 
He was followed by a detach­ 
m ent of mounted police, their horses 
curveting and chafing their bits in a 
mettlesome manner that betokened blood, 
and the members of the force, with an 
eye to doing credit to th e service _ they 
represented, had polished and furbished 
their trappings until they glittered like 
silver in the sun’s glinting rays. The 
Continental Drum Corps playing a lively 
tattoo, next appeared, and was followed 
by a platoon of foot police, who by their 
fine physique and manly bearing gave 
th e onlooker a flattering idea of the 
efficiency of the force.

SCENES EN ROUTE. 
The parade was one of the largest ever 
assembled together in the city, and some 
idea of its dimensions may be obtained 
when it is realized that it took an hour 
and a quarter to pass any given point. 
The route followed was from Seventh and 
Main streets to Commercial, to Los An­ 
geles, to the Plaza, around which a coun­ 
termarch was made, and the return jour­ 
ney accomplished via Main street to 
Spring, to Fifth and to the corner of Fort 
and Second, where the literary exercises 
were held. The verandahs 01 the hotels 
and the windows aud house-tops along 
the route traversed were black with 
sightseers, who waved flags, and in other 
methods testified their patriotism as the 
pageant passed alone. 
A large number 
of persons assembled about the grand 
stand after the procession had term in­ 
ated its journey at th a t place, and the 
boardings were crowded with 
ladies 
anxious .to hear w hat was declaimed 
from the platform. The stage was oc­ 
cupied by the Seventh Infantry band, 
Mayor Workman, M aj. Geo. H. Bone- 
brake, Rev. W. Chichester, Rev. Dr. 
MacLennan, Miss Louise Manfred, Mr, 
C. M. Pyke, Mr. H iram Sinsabaugh, Mr. 
M. Cornell, Mr. Nadeau and representa­ 
tives of the press. The proceedings were 
opened by Mayor W orkman, who called 
the meeting to order and introduced 
Major Bonebrake as President of the 
day. 
Stating that he did not intend to 
make a long speech. Mr. Bonebrake 
said: 
“ It is certainly proper th at once every 
year the people of this nation should as­ 
semble at their various centers of popu­ 
lation and civilization and celebrate the 
birthday of their country. Once a year 
the stars and stripes should float across 
every street from every house top in com­ 
memoration of the heroism of those 
who took their lives in their hands and 
declared that these colonies were free and 
independent. The population was then 
only 300,000, and G reat Britain was the 
wealthiest and moEt powerful nation of 
the earth, both on the land and on the 
sea. 
But we have grown from 300,000 to 
60,000,000, and by the liberality of our 
Republican institutions, by our geograph­ 
ical position, the fertility of our soil, our 
free schools, but more particularly by the 
supremacy of the American genios, we 
have grown to be a great nation; most 
powerful in war and the arts of peace, 
and we have better homes and more of 
the conveniences of life than any other 
people on the face 
of 
the globe. 
Gen. 
G rant 
lost 
more 
men 
at 
the 
battle 
of 
the Wilderness than 
Gen. Washington commanded at Valley 
Forge. 
I sometimes think that England 
will never forget the result of such an 
unequal contest. In 1812 she took ad 
vantage of a temporary victory and fed 
her cavalry horses in the halls of Legis­ 
lature, and burned the Capitol at Wash­ 
ington. And in later years she was the 
first to accord belligerent rights to those 
in arms against the unity 01 our Govern­ 
ment, and built privateers which de­ 
stroyed our commerce.” 
Rev. Dr. Chichester next uttered a 
very touching prayer, rehearsing the past 
and invoking Divine aid for the Nation’s 


welfare in the future. 
A few strains of 
muBic by the Seventh Infantry Band fol­ 
lowed, and then Maj. Bonebrake intro­ 
duced Miss Louise Manfred, announcing 
that she would sing “ The Star-spangled 
Banner.” 
Accompanied by the band, 
Miss Manfred sang the National pong in 
- very pleasing m anner. 
H er voice 
was 
both 
loud 
and 
clear, 
and 
when- she concluded, 
the rapturous 
applause which rang out 
demanded 
an encore, which was graciously given. 
More music followed, and then Mr. M. 
Cornell, of the Pyk» Opera Company, 
read the Declaration of Independence. 
Mr. Cornell handled the well known 
lines in an able m anner, his dram atic 
delivery adding greatly to the forcible 
wording of the decree. 
Applause fol­ 
lowed his efforts, and 
after 
a few 
more bars of music had been played, 
Mr. Portland C. H unt, the orator of the 
day, was introduced, and delivered the 
following telling speech: 


MR. HUNT’S ORATION. 
L a d ie s a n d G e n t l e m e n—Two princi­ 
ples have contended for the mastery in 
mman government at all ages of the 
world’s history. They have engaged the 
thoughts of people in every rank and 
condition of life, and from their far 
reaching influence ha» long since risen 
the great conflict of 
the 
centuries, 
whether a favored few should rule and 
receive tribute, or w hether the toiling 
many should 6hape and control public 
affairs 
for 
their 
own benefit. 
In 
the 
history 
of 
ancient 
nations 
we find that the 
former principle, 
the governm ent of the few, has usually 
prevailed. 
H ere and there an exception 
can be found to this general rule, but the 
idea of a government based upon free 
suffrage, empowering its own people to 
control themselves in m atters of public 
and private concern, was but little more 
than a Utopian dream until sought and 
secured on American soil. 
The latter principle, however, the 
government of the m any, was engrafted 
into the Constitution of 
the United 
States. The wise and gifted fram ers of 
that im mortal instrum ent, it is true, had 
no model on which to execute the stu­ 
pendous work, but they saw with a 
stronger light than all the public rulers 
of antiquity that the divine rightof kings, 
the existence of privileged orders in so­ 
ciety, and the accumulation of political 
power into the hands of a favored, fortu­ 
nate few, were oppressive to the natural 
rights and liberties of the people. Equal 
and exact justice to all m en, exclusive 
privilege 
to none, is 
a 
sentim ent 
to which 
the blood of our heroes 
and the wisdom of our sages were de­ 
voted, and which lead them through an 
era of revolution and reform ; a senti­ 
ment which was secured On the fields of 
the revolution, and which alone made 
this a government of the people, adm in­ 
istered by the people and for the benefit 
of the people. 
Sir, w hat has been the outgrowth of a 
government like this? 
H as it not made 
us the pride and the wonder of all the 
world? Breaking the yoke of British 
bondage, it has started us on a great and 
glorious career of progress, of invention 
and discovery, such as the world has 
never hitherto had to adm ire. 
The educational institutions of this 
country, which are now world wide and 
extolled on every civilized shore, is the 
result of our Republican form of govern­ 
m ent. They have been fostered, en­ 
couraged and promoted by liberal legis­ 
lation, by law m akers who regarded 
them as more valuable to the rising 
generation than was the Polar star to the 
mariner on the trackless sea. 
The little 
brick school houses which sprinkle the 
laud 
here 
and 
there, 
lightening 
our 
hill 
tops 
and 
illuminating 
our valleys, have brought more blessings 
to m ankind than the wall of Babylon, 
the hundred brazen gates of Thebes, 
the pyram ids of Egypt, and all those 
melancholy m onum ents of toil, super­ 
stition and despotism which now darken 
the pages of history. Those gorgeous 
structures brought not a single blessing 
to m ankind. They stand, not as the 
glory, but as the sham e of hum an labor. 
Not so with the common schoolhouses. 
They sheddeth radiance on the avenues 
to fame and prosperity. They illuminate 
our land as a shining emblazonry, send­ 
ing their undim med rays of light amid 
the hills of New England, over the fields 
of the sunny South, and through the 
plains of the great West. 
But w hat shall be said of the American 
scientists, who have revealed so many 
secrets of nature, and whose unclouded 
genius has added more fame and glory 
to the annals of their country than any 
king th a t ever graced the throne? Like 
Humboldt and Laplace, they have read 
the beams of fiery M ars, lovely Venus, 
ringed 
Saturn 
and 
majestic Jupi­ 
ter, 
but 
their 
im mortal renown 
relates rather 
to useful inventions. 
Morse, who conceived the idea of tele­ 
graphy : Field, who stretched the cable 
across the mighty deep; Howe, who de­ 
vised and set into operation the Bewing 
machine, that hum ble companion of the 
fireside; W hitney, who invented the 
cotton gin, the saver of m anual labor; 
Fulton, whoBe genius walks the waters of 
the earth, whose ships sail upon the 
txwom of every ocean, lake and navigable 
river ot the globe; Franklin, whose kite 
mastered the 
flickering lightning of 
heaven—their nam es have been em ­ 
balmed by the tongue of the orator and 
by the pen of the historian. They have 
been added to the starry scroll of immor­ 
tals, and around them will cluster, as 
centuries roll by, a halo-light, and more 
to be coveted, than ever encircled the 
fame of JuHus £ tesar or Napoleon Bona­ 
parte. 
Strange, strange, and w ithout a paral­ 
lel ; alone, solitary, and without a peer 
in all history has been the career of this, 
the people’s country—a country to which 
the statesm an, w ith his proudest themes, 
and the poet, with his Bublimest passages, 
will in future ages refer as the great 
lum inary around which revolves the star 
of all other nations on earth. 
Does not 
the voice of our brief history drown and 
stifle all other voicps? 
Egypt may have 
recorded of the~presence of the Deity on 
earth, and pf her laws w hich were ad­ 
ministered directly from the portals of 
paradise; Greece may have startled the 
ancient by the renown of her writers and 
by the genius of her sculptors; Rome 
may have dazzled the antiquarians by 
by the pride of her citizenship, and b;

craft if they could, by being drowned if 
they could not. That was an immoral 
law. In Republican Pennsylvania to­ 
day there is a statute in full force which 
permits employers in case of a strike to 
arm any man they can get to bear arms 
and to shoot down any persons they deem 
it right to do to death. His unsupported 
oath that it was a necessary step puts 
him beyond the reach of any earthly re­ 
sponsibility for such acts. A most mon­ 
strously immoral law 1 
Nor is this a case of minor 
importance. This is a land of liberty 
under law. The personal 
liberty 
of the individual is the main spring 
which moves all other liberties. It is the 
Palladium of all our institutions; the 
.Egis of all other privileges. Not only 
does American principles in their true 
conception guarantee the individual 
against having any form of morality 
forced upon him, but they secure to him 
absolute 
right 
to 
be 
im­ 
moral, so far 
as . any 
person’s 
censorship of morals goes. The home of 
American's is sacred from the rude inter­ 
ference of any man,Government official or 
not. Its purity is put in the safe keep­ 
ing of its inmates, and their business is 
none of Mr. Boutelle’s business, none of 
the Republican Convention’s business; 
none of any government’s business.

The charge is made and frequently 
repeated that the Republican party is 
wedded to the policy of sumptuary laws. 
This that party as often denies. But the 
denial is a bald one lacking any iota of 
proof. In its late Convention at Chicago 
Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, introduced this 
resolution: “The first concern of all 
“Government is the virtue and sobriety 
“of the people and the purity of the 
“home. The Republican party cordially 
“sympathizes with all wise and well 
“directed efforts for the promotion of 
4'temperance and morality.0 
The resolution was passed in that Con­ 
vention by a rising vote, only one 
member noting in the 
negative. 
I t is 
the 
very 
quintessence of 
sumptuary law. That is a matter which 
admits of no debate. The party must 
accept it. 
What then is there objectionable in the 
resolution and in the policy which die 
tates it. This—that it is subversive of 
the most vital, essential and elementary 
of all the principles on which our Gov­ 
ernment is based. We make the state­ 
ment boldly that the very converse of 
the proposition is the truth, and that 
in its every word and syllable the 
resolution is false. It is no concern at 
all of this Government whether the 
citizen be 
virtuous or 
not, 
sober or not. 
The 
Government 
has no right to 
interfere 
with 
any citizen’s morality, nor with any 
citizen’s immorality. Morality is no 
concern of this Government. 
These are fundamental principles 
which no subterfuge in the way of argu­ 
ment con overthrow. They are the very 
essence of statesmanship which no states­ 
man will dare to call in question. 
Temporal governments are concerned 
in the making of laws; in the trying of 
petsons charged with the violation of 
these laws, and in duly executing these 
laws. Nothing could be more definite 
than all the principles laid down 
by the framers of our Constitution 
and the fathers of this Republic on these 
points. If there is anything in any doc­ 
ument purporting to set forth what 
principles this Government is founded 
upon, or accepted as elementary upon 
,oar institutions which by implication 
gives any branch of the Government 
any control over the morals of the pri­ 
vate citizen, or any right to interfere 
with his morality or immorality, what is 
that document? 
Who composed it 
Whence does it derive its authority? 
And where is it to be found ? It is not 
in the Declaration of Independence. 
There 
is 
no 
germ 
of 
it 
in the Articles of Confederation. 
Nor does it lurk anywhere in any word, 
syllable or letter in the Constitution of 
these United States. 
This Government has a legislative 
branch which makes laws. It has a ju­ 
dicial branch which tries cases in which 
u breach of law is charged. It has an 
executive branch whose duty it is to see 
that the laws are duly executed. Where 
is the branch of this Government which 
is charged with watching over the morals 
of private citizens? Who is the censor 
<rf morals and by what standard is he to 
jodge of the virtue of the people ? 
Laws may be moral, they may be im 
moral, And they may be neither. 
The executive cannot inquire into this 
point. He must carry them out. 
whether they be one or the other, or 
neither. 
In Egypt the laws used to make it ob­ 
ligatory on members of the royal family 
to marry their sisters—a most immoral 
law, as we Regard virtue and the “purity 
of the home.” In Turkey, to-day, a man 
may have a plurality of wives—another 
very immoral law, and utterly subversive 
of the “purity of the home,” as we look 
at these things. 
In the good old times when men of 
the Boutelle stripe, and 
of the 
rtripe of a 
large 
portion 
of 
the Republican 
party held sole, 
sovereign sway in New England, men 
wore fined for not going to chnrch on 
Sunday, and to a certain church at that. 
That was a most monstrously immoral 
law, and its action was utterly subversive 
of real virtue, for it fostered, yes forced 
hypocrisy on the part of the people. In 
that section of the country the laws 
helpless women sewed in sacks into tbo 
fivers, to prove they were not witches by

«•W hat la Ike n a tte r W ith H a rri­ 
son *5»*’ 
Some designing “practical politician” 
just prior to the meeting of the Chicago 
Convention, got the ear of Mr. Alger, of 
Michigan, aud by 6pecious promises of 
securing him the nomination for the 
Presidency, appears to have got both 
hands into the lumber baron’s “bar’l.” 
Certain of these shekels this “practical 
politician” used to subsidize a lot of 
the “baser sort” to get into the galleries 
and howl across the assembled delegates 
“ What is the matter with Alger?” “Oh, 
he’s all light!” This Ciceronian bit of 
oratory has been taken up by the rank and 
file of the g. o. p. and they all bawl it 
it about, shallow answering shallow, in­ 
stead of deep calling to deep. It is ap­ 
plied to HarriEon with what of gusto the 
disgruntled can muster for the sad oc­ 
casion. 
But really from the Republican stand­ 
point it is perfectly right. There is no­ 
thing the matter with Harrison as a Re­ 
publican. As such he is perfectly right. 
Take up any line of policy and it will 
appear that he is the very embodiment 
of Republicanism in its worst phases.

On the Know-nothing policy, what is 
the matter with Mr. Harrison? From 
the Republican point of view, he is spot­ 
less as his his own kid gloves or starched 
shirt collar. Scratch a Russian to find a 
Cossack. Scratch the average Republi­ 
can and you will come at a Know-nothing. 
Mr. Harrison is right with his party. He 
despises a foreign citizen; he hates a 
German. 
As a monopolist, what is the matter 
with Mr. Harrison? He is the very 
flower and seed of the system. He 
was the choice of Mr. Depew, For Har­ 
rison, Gresham was slaughtered at the 
behest of Gould.

T hat was the unkindest cut of al- 
when at Indianapolis, yesterday, Mr. 
Estee reminded Gen. Harrison of his 
pro-Chinese proclivities. Mr. Estee 
should not call public attention to the 
terrible chasm existing between where 
the platform stands and where Mr. 
Harrison reposes. The Gulf between 
Dives and Abraham’s bosom was as 
nothing when compared with this. 


P a p e r s which used the old side- 
whiskered pictures of Mr. Morton did 
not present the counterfeit presentment 
of General Harrison’s partner Levi. 
The London banker got so used to shav­ 
ing notes that he had to shave some­ 
thing, and so shaved off his whiskers. 
He is now the most bare-faced practical 
politician in New York.

All was well done before, but what 
came at this stage of the day’s showing 
was best of all. The ludicrous side of 
life, the caricatures of its evolution, tho 
folly of existence, with or without bells, 
the ridiculousness of persons and thingB

Officers 
Maguire and Dillon, selected as the anti- 
pathists of all that is horrid, led the 
van. Following were the Band of the 
Horribles, and more fearful and discord­ 
ant music than they produced has not 
been heard since Lucifer was welcomed 
into the weird echoing halls of Hades. 
The bandmaster of this helicon and tin- 
tuba blasting and unique horn-blowers 
was E. A. Durant, and his mother 
wouldn’t have known him in his lank 
attire. The other blowheads of the band 
were the three Rudy brothe s, Joe 
Smith, Henry Byer, B. Nilligan, L. 
Sinkohoin, Theo. Mersch, James Martin, 
W. H. Davis, Frank Patterson, Will B. 
Griffith, G. A. Broad well, D. K. Ray me 
and H. Strickler.

The Chinese contingent was on hand 
with Johnny Comprador and Mrs. 
Johnny and the kids, umbrella bearers, 
and “Jolie Our Natal Day” mandarin 
with the red button, in the person of 
Deputy Constable Fred C. Smith. The 
Chinese element, a la Harrison, were 
portrayed by Messrs. Adams, Jenkings, 
Adams, Lazzarevich, Elliot, Whitely, 
Edwards, James and Roder. 
His Satanic Majesty, J. A. Nicoll, oc­ 
cupied a platform car. and was accom­ 
panied by. numerous sprites of various 
color and lineage. 
The Sonora Town darkies drove a team 
tandem and the “old man” Brower 
and “brudder” Fisher and “Lean Ella”

The singers who accompanied 
tho nicely decorated chariot were Messrs. 
Sweeny, Packard, Steinfeldt, Brent, 
Barry Jackson, Keller and King. They 
took the prize. 
Dinah and her baby were after the 
Oxtets, and then came Chief D. F. Done- 
gan with a band of Indian braves.

Amongst the thousands who cele­ 
brated the Fourth were many who, hav­ 
ing been satiated with the bustle and din 
of the street parades during the extreme 
heat of the morning, sought some quiet 
retreat where they might disport them­ 
selves during the afternoon and evening. 
A splendid opportunity presented itself 
in the shape of a fete at the Washing­ 
ton Garden under the auspices of the 
well-known proprietor of the Vienna 
Buffet. Here about two o’clock a large 
number of people began to arrive, and 
from that hour until long after darkness 
had set in there was an almost ceaseless 
flow of visitors both from and to the city. - 
The afternoon was taken up by a brass 
band contest between the City and 
Meine’s bands, the judges, Messrs. 
Heine, Wilhartitz and Schnrtz, award­ 
ing each of the competitors five points, 
thus making it a draw. 
After this was concluded, the bands 
played alternately in the Pavilion, whilst

strains. This was kept up, with inter­ 
mittent breaks of short duration to allow 
for refreshments and rest, until about 8 
o’clock, at which time the great event of 
the day took place.

TH E KEY MONUMENT UNYELLED. 


The S p irit of ’76 R evived—O bserv­ 
ances All O ver th e S tate—Mt.

S an F rancisco, July 4.—Independence 
Day was generally observed here. There 
were many 
interesting 
features, but 
everything was conducted in a quiet 
manner. There was a public procession 
in which about 4,500 people joined. In 
the line were among others which were 
mostly 
local, 
the 
m ilitary 
organi­ 
zations of the city, G. A. R. Posts, 
Veterens of the W ar of California, Pio­ 
neers, Consular Corps, Army and Navy, 
Officers, Exem pt Firem en, Company of 
Zouaves, Swiss Sharpshooters, two Lib­ 
erty Cars, and one entire division was 
composed of foreign organizations. The 
procession occupied fifty minutes in pass­ 
ing a given point.

The unveiling of the monument erected 
in Golden Gate Park to the memory of 
Francis Scott Key, drew about six thou­ 
sand spectators.* The bronze statue of 
Key is considered by art critics to be one 
of the finest in the country.

others, eleven descendants of Key, their 
appearance being warmly applauded. 
The exercises opened with a salute of 
one hundred guns. 
Major R. P. H am ­ 
mond delivered the opening address and 
was followed by W. H. L. Barnes, who, 
on behalf of the Lick trustees, made the 
>resentation speech. He spoke of Jam es 
kick’s career, of his magnificent be­ 
quests, and especially of his bequest of 
$60,000 for the monum ent now to be un­ 
veiled. 
Mayor Pond in a brief speech accepted 
the m onum ent on behalf of the city. 
Following this two grandchildren of Key, 
am id the waving of flags, booming of 
cannon, sound of m artial music and 
cheers, drew the cord th at lifted the veil 
from the monument. 
State Senator Clunie and Irving M. 
Scott followed in addresses. 
The Grand Opera House was unable 
to hold all who wanted to attend the 
literary exercises in the evening. The 
exercises were of unusual interesting or­ 
der, consisting of orations, recitations, 
songs, cycloramic scenes and stereopti- 
con views. 
The oration was delivered 
by Samuel M. Shortridge. 
For those who could not or did not 
attend the literary exercises, fireworks at 
the outskirts of the city afforded enter­ 
taining diversion. The evening was un- 
unusually cool, and fog interfered slight­ 
ly in giving the best effect to the fire­ 
works, but they nevertheless elicited 
great enthusiasm from the assembled 
thousands.

In te re stin g 
D a ta 
M aury 
C ounty. 
Extract* from Recent Letter to Nashville Amer­ 
ican. 
A visit to Columbia and a day iu th a t 
beautiful little city, and riding out on the 
fine pikes, seeing the most lovely country 
that my eyes ever beheld, inspires m e to 
“ write a book.” 
A more inviting country for the farmer 
than Maury county cannot be found on 
this continent. I t was settled up first 
about 1806 by a people whose early his­ 
tory and marked lives would make many 
books. The grants to the land were gen­ 
erally North Carolina grants, given for 
services in the Revolution, ana located 
by the men of the times, who, after in­ 
specting far and wide, found what they 
believed was the garden spot of the 
world. 
These men, and their sons and grand 
sons, have made more history, and in the 
great upbuilding of a country have been 
more interw^veD with its fortunes, than 
the men from any other one county that 
has been organized since Robertson and 
Sevier crossed the Alleghany Mountains. 
Before the war this country was a. para­ 
dise# There was nothing so lordly in the 
way of estates and social life in all South­ 
land. The farmers generally had cotton 
farms in Arkansas, Louisiana and other 
Southern 
States, from whose wealth 
these farms were ornam ented and beau­ 
tified. The men were of a high type— 
business men as well as gentlemen—with 
fine libraries and plenty of time to read. 
The women were educated in the best 
schools at home and abroad, and refined 
to a degree which (I will risk saying) has 
only been reached when climate, com­ 
bined with life’s highest advantages, 
makes a perfect woman. 
W ith here and there an exception, 
these farmB have been restored. They 
are generally in the hands of rich men, 
whose homes bear the highest evidence 
of refinement, and whose broad acres of 
blue grass and clover fields and extended 
forests of majestic trees indicate the 
highest degree of prosperity. 
This country was once much larger, 
embracing part of Bedford, M arshall and 
Lewis counties. The grave of Merri- 
wether Lewis—now in Lewis county— 
was. when he was buried, in Maurv. 
Ana, by the way, there are so few people 
now that know the facts of this m an’s 
romantic life and tragic death, that I 
may be pardoned for briefly mentioning 
them. 
By the side of the old “ Natchez T race,” 
in what was M aury county, is a plain 
monum ent to M erriwether Lewis. It is 
in the woods, in a solitary place. 
When a very young m an he lived near 
Mr. Jefferson; he was a great favorite 
with the great statesm an; he had spell s 
of melancholy which made his friends 
uneasy, but Mr. Jefferson put him in 
charge, in 1804, of the expedition to ex­ 
plore the Rocky Mountains and to reach 
he Columbia river, with Clark second 
in command. 
He performed that won­ 
derful task, and in two years returned. 
W hen he returned Mr. Jefferson made 
him Governor of Louisiana, w ith head­ 
quarters at St. Louis. Lewis’ m elan­ 
choly returned, and his friends grew un­ 
easy. H e left St. Louis and came down 
the Mississippi River to the Chickasaw 
Bluffs (M emphis), and then started on 
horseback to Washington over the old 
Natchez Trace. 
H e stopped to stay all 
night with a Mrs. Grinder. 
Late in the 
night the family heard a pistol. 
Lewis 
bad shot himself through the head. 
Judge Fleming has gathered up the 
facts about the old Natchez Trace road. 
It was built by the United States. 
It 
started at Nashville, went ont by the 
Harding farm, crossing Duck river at 
GordonTs Ferry, crossing the Tennessee 
river at Colbert Shoals. 
The object was 
to open communication with the Indian 
nations and the Spaniards on the lower 
Mississippi. 
Lieutenant Edm und Pendleton Gaines, 
afterward Major-General Gaines, built it 
under the direction of Mr. Jefferson. It 
was bnilt in 1801 and 1802. 
It is a fact well known here, gathered 
by living citizen-3 from those who were 
witnesses, th at Captain John Gordon, 
father of Major Bolling Gordon, when 
the road was made, in partnership with 
a half-breed Indian nam ed McClish, es­ 
tablished a ferry and tavern on Black 
river and employed Thos, H. Benton to 
keep the books, which he did until 1805, 
and then moved to Hillsboro, W illiam­ 
son county. This is the road th at Aaron 
Burr traveled as he came to see General 
Jackson before going to Blennerhassett. 
Thomas H . Benton next turned up as 
a lawyer at Colombia, when the county 
was organized and the Court of Pleas and 
Quarter Sessions was established 
The first notice of his appearance on 
the record is a motion against a c insta­ 
ble for $16. The next notice is a fine of 
$1 for “ swearing in open court.” 
One of the very earliest settlers wTas 
John Jacob Zollicoffer, father of General 
Felix K. Zollicoffer, and here on the Lit­ 
tle Bigbv the General was born. 
It will be pleasant to the numerous 
friends of this much beloved Ten neseean 
to know that one of his daughters, Miss 
Maria Zollicoffer, after spending much 
time in Boston and New York, has now 
in Columbia an art gallery, where she is 
delighting her friends in that wonderful 
and mysterious art of portrait painting. 
She is believed here to be quite an artist. 
General Zollicoffer has another daughter 
here, Mrs. Bond. Both ladies are worthy 
in every respect of their noble father. 
Dr. Thomas Gayle, who died a few 
years ago, so much esteemed, started life 
here as a school teacher. 
The Polk family was the most noted of 
all the leading families. 
Colonel W illiam Polk, a Revolutionary 
soldier, at an early day located w hat is 
now the finest 5,000 acres in Tennessee. 
He had six sons, the bishop, Leonidas, 
Lacios J ., George W ., Rufas K ., W illiam 
I., and Andrew J . George is still living 
and occupies his old home. H e is a very 
old man, and much esteemed. H e is the 
father of Isaac H illiard Pope. 
Major Sam Polk, an early settler, was 
of another family. 
He was the father of 
the President and of Colonel Bill Polk, 
and of Mrs. Jam es W alker. Mr. W alker 
came from Kentucky in 1813 and estab­ 
lished the first newspaper, called the 
Western Chronicle, and married Miss Jane 
Polk, eldest sister oí the President. 
Felix K. Zollicoffer, in connection with 
Field, the compiler of the Scrap Book, 
once published a paper here. 
The men who figured most v ere Presi­ 
dent Jam es K . Polk and the H on. A. O. 
P. Nicholson and Gen. Gideon J. Pillow, 
Judge Wm. F. and Edm ond and D. B. 
Cooper, were born and raised here, their 
father being among the early settlers. 
Jam es Black, the father-in-law of Stan­ 
ley Matthews and grandfather of Henry 
Watterson, was long a prom inent citizen 
He lived in the neighborhood of Pleasant 
H ill.—[New Orleans Times-Democrat.

C incinnati, July 4.—The streets are 
alive with strangers this afternoon. 
At 
9 o’clock the gates of the Exposition 
were thrown open. 
At 11 o’clock the 
formal opening evercises began at Mosic 
H all. The stage was filled with many 
of the May Festival chorus and Cincin­ 
nati orchestras. 
The entrane of Govern­ 
or Foraker, Governor Thayer, of Nebras­ 
ka, Governor Gray, of In d ian a, Govern­ 
or Beaver, of Pennsylvania, with their 
brilliant staffs, Hon. John Sherm an and 
Hon. Ben. Butterworth was signalized by 
hearty applause. An eloquent prayer was 
offered by Rev. Geo. B. Thayer. Governor 
Foraker made the address of welcome. 
He began by naming the Governors and 
others who were present upon the plat­ 
form. W hen he nam ed the last on the 
list, that illustrious son of Ohio, Senator 
Sherman, thero was a tempest of ap­ 
plause which bid fair to interrupt the 
proceedings. 
Governor Foraker made 
the point th at this Exposition was Na­ 
tional in its character and intended to be 
illustrative and com mem orative of the 
irogress of Ohio and the Central States 
n the past century.

After this brief speeches were made by 
the gentlem en named,Governors Thayer, 
Gray and Beaver. Lieutenant-Governor 
Bryam, Hon. Benjamin Butterworth and 
Hon. John Sherm an, and the ceremonies 
were ended. 
The great parade started 
prom ply at 2 :30 an a moved without de- 
ay over a 6-mile route. 
I t required two 
hours to pass a given point, and was w it­ 
nessed thronghout by a delighted crowd.

-What a W orkln«umu H a s to Say 
mm 
t h e R e p u b l i c a n 
P o s i t i o n . 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d : I am a workingman 
and am sick of all this political slush 
about “ protection to labor.” This hypo­ 
critical cry is never heard except when 
election tim e is approaching. 
The tariff 
does not make rates of wages. 
If wages 
were m ade high by a tariff there is not a 
m anufactu rer in the land that would not 
declare for Free Trade. 
Any m an, not 
a born idiot, knows th at so long as n at­ 
ural resources are monopolized by a few 
persons, as at present, wages will be reg­ 
ulated by the law of supply and dem and. 
A residence of fifteen years in Pennsyl­ 
vania has convinced m e that all this so­ 
licitude for the dear workingman by 
politicians and manufacturers is arrant 
hypocrisy. 
If they were really sincere 
there would not have been so many 
strikes and lockouts, nor would there be 
auch distress and poverty. Pennsylvania 
reaps 
more benefit 
from 
the tar­ 
iff than does any other State of the 
U nion, and it contains more and meaner 
monopolies and has had more labor 
troubles than any two of the other States. 
T he 
monopolists 
of 
Pennsylvania 
have 
a 
regularly 
organized 
police 
force 
to 
keep 
In 
subjection 
their 
ragged and hungry workers. 
One of 
the 
largest 
iron 
and 
steel 
estab­ 
lishm ents in the country is atBraddocks, 
Pennsylvania, and it is to-day being 
guarded against its striking employees 
b y heavily arm ed Pinkerton detectives, 
while its chief proprietor, Mr. Carnegie, 
is traveling in Europe with Mr. Blaine, 
the great advocate of “ Protection to 
American Labor,” who has done more to 
aid selfish and unpatriotic men to form 
themselves into blood-sucking combina­ 
tions to place fictitious values on the 
necessaries of life, than any other man. 
Men like Mr. S. F. Spencer may ingeni­ 
ously make it appear that “ Protection” 
is a good thing, and so it is ; but we want 
protection to flesh and blood instead of 
the protection that enables the few to 
oppress the many, and that violates 
every theory of our government. There 
is a practical Bide to this question—one 
th a t does not need the aid of a lawyer to 
m ake it plain. 
In proof of this I will 
relate an incident in the life of one 
of our “ protected” laborers. 
He is 
• 
carpet weaver 
and 
earns $9.00 
per week. Two years ago, his wife from 
lack of proper food and decent surround­ 
ings fell sici. H e could not afford to hire 
a 
nurse. 
H e had 
four 
children, 
b ut not one of them was old enough to 
be of much service. 
He was compelled 
to do the family washing, rising at 4 
o'clock to begin his domestic task, that 
he m ight be ready for his toil at the 
m ill. 
W hen the clothes were dry the 
little children managed lo g t them to 
the bed with a table and irons, and the 
sick in .‘ber propped herself up and 
ironed them. 
Soon the mother died. 
The father got everything together that 
- -b e could pawn and bought a lot to bury 
Hift'whe in, and a kind-hearted under­ 
taker buried her, trusting to luck for his 
pay. And yet this m an is working on 
goods protected to the extent of sixty per 
cent. 
A few days after this poor woman was 
“ protected” to her grave I saw the 
m illionaire mill-owner for whom her 
husband worked out riding in his ele- 
r 


t equipage with his liveried servants, 
is just such as this that is causing 
working people to question the justice of 
God and to turn Anarchists and bomb- 
throwers. 
Mr. Spencer is working hard 
to delude working men into voting for 
the continuation of a high tariff; but 
they are 
thinking 
as 
thev 
never 
thought before. Mr. Spencer dare not 
m eet, in public discussion, some of the 
horny-handed in this city and repeat his 
medite val falsities on the tariff question. 
They will soon show him that the United 
States has the cheapest labor of any 
civilized country on the globe; and that 
during the past twenty-five years, we 
have produced more beggars, tra m p 3 and 
crim inals than any people of like num­ 
bers on this rolling sphere. 
In conclusion, I would like to ask Mr.

had itic.’uased over fifty per cent, since 
th e adoption of free trade; also why is 
liot C hina and Japan flooding England 
w ith the products of their cheap labor;

I noticed a few 
days ago, in one of the Republican city 
papers, an article by one S. F . Spencer, 
entitled “ The People and the Tariff.” 
Ab the article in cuestión consists m ain­ 
ly of the usual prevarications which pro­ 
tectionists seein compelled to make, and 
as letters containing similar twaddle are 
likely to appear during the forthcoming 
cam paign, perhaps some of your readers 
m ay be interested to know a little of the 
other side of the question. 
The author of the above nam ed article 
evidently bases his rem arks upon Con­ 
sular reports, and so on, which, inas­ 
much as they have been compiled from 
reports of Republican Consuls abroad, 
and as the information relative to A m eri­ 
can wages has been gleaned from mill 
owners and agents in this country who 
are interested in m aintaining the high 
tariff, I say on this account not much 
reliance can be placed upon them. 
Referring to the article in question, 
allow me to ask the author, “ W hy is it 
th a t although the rate of wages m Eng­ 
land is, according to his own showing, 
far higher than in continental European 
countries, yet the cost per spindle of con­ 
structing a cotton mill is from $5.79 to 
$7.78 in England, whereas in France and 
Germany the cost is from $8.G9 to $9.65 7” 
Curious, isn’t it, th at in free trade Eng­ 
land, where wages are so much higher, 
yet the co9t of building and equipping 
mills should be so m uch less than in 
protectionist France or Germany, where 
wages are small, and this notwithstand­ 
ing “ because 90 per cent, of the cost is 
labor.” 
Now in regard to the comparative pay 
of operatives in mills, perhaps a few 
statem ents from actual knowledge may 
be interesting. A fair comparison will 
be between the mill workers of Lowell, 
Mass., and a sim ilar class in Lancashire. 
For instance, a mill machinist with 
whom I was acquainted at Lowell re­ 
ceived $1.75 per day, or $10.50 per week, 
which was more than the average pay. 
In Lancashire he would have lieen paid 
about 30 shillings, or $7.20 per week. 
On the other hand, a mule spinner in 
Lowell has very hard work to make $9.50 
or $10 per week. In Lancashire he would 
get actually more money, with the fur­ 
ther advantage th at he would have a 
“ piecer” who would “ m ind” half the 
machine, and a boy to sweep and put in 
“ roviugs.” 
Besides all this, the Lan­ 
cashire operative works three and a half 
hours less tim e per week, and has a 
vacation every Saturday afternoon, as 
well as a working day divided into easier 
stages, 
the 
law 
obliging 
mill- 
owners 
to 
run 
their 
m achin­ 
ery 
no 
longer 
than 
four 
hours 
at a stretch without a stoppage of at least 
half an hour for a m eal. 
In the column 
of wages paid to skilled workers in the 
U nited States it would be nearer the 
truth to erase the right hand figures 
nam ed by Mr. Spencer, and put down a 
brick-layer for instance as receiving $12 
per week, not $12 to $15, a carpenter as 
receiving $9, not $9 to $12, a painter aB 
receiving $10 per week, not $10 to $10. 
To give the highest rates to one or two 
individuals possessing special knowledge 
of a trade, and on that account peculiarly 
valuable to their employer, is not a fair 
way of quoting the regular, current, 
averages. The Report is careful not to 
laention the highest figures paid in other 
countries. Ana why, if protection keeps 
up pay, are wages higher in free trade 
England (much higher indeed) than in 
the 
European 
countries *here pro­ 
tection exists? 
Again, 
as 
regards 
th at 
very 
numerous 
class 
of 
m en 
generally 
called 
laborers. 
A m an whom I knew in Lowell, and 
also in England years before, tells me 
th at he gets $6 per week of six days in 
Lowell for the same kind of work for 
which I persenally know that he re­ 
ceived $4.80 in England for a week of 
five and one-half days. These facts do 
not bear out the protectionists’ statem ent 
th at in Europe working m en “ do not re­ 
ceive half as much pay as do ours.” 
One dollar per day is the general average 
for laborers in the Lowell mills, whilst 
m any of them get no m ore than 90 cents, 
and some even less than that. In re­ 
gard to the female help, a good weaver 
in Lowell averages about $22 per month, 
if she works full tim e, but in order to do 
this she has to run five or six looms. 
Some weavers, I am aware, have got as 
high as $32 by running eight looms. In 
Lancashire a good weaver averages $1G 
or $18 per m onth, b ut only runs three 
looms. 
W hat is th e 
natural conse­ 
quence ? In Lowell almost every weaver 
is so played out that her health suffers, 
and she has to loafe a day or two every 
m onth. 
In Lancashire, on the contrary, 
w ith much less work and a day divided 
up into far easier stages, a girl can work 
w ithout injury to her health, has a vaca­ 
tion each Saturday afternoon, and regu­ 
lar holidays of two or three days’ dura­ 
tion at Wft^tsuntide and other times. 
W hich of these is the slave, the one who 
runs six looms for sixty hours a week, or 
the one who runs three looms for fifty-six 
and a half hours, and has half a day’s 
vacation weekly, besides the other holi­ 
days nam ed above ? A nother im portant 
point of difference is th at w hereas in 
New England the factory population has 
to be largely and constantly recruited 
from the country villages, in Lancashire 
th is is unnecessary, as the health and 
vigor of the townspeople is sufficiently 
good to keep up the supply of help all 
th e time. 
I clip the following from my 
fittest English paper, showing; th a t the 
rate paid for weaving a certain kind of 
cloth is forty cents per 100 yards in Low­ 
ell, w hilst in Lancashire the rate is fifty- 
one cents for the sam e length. This 
surely does not indicate that in the 
U nited States the relative proportion of 
wages to cost of finished article is greater 
than in L ancashire: 
A n inquiry has lately been conducted 
a t the instance of the State Departm ent 
at Washington into the relative cost of 
certain classes of work at Lowell, Massa- 
chussetts, and in Lancashire. 
The only 
noteworthy difference between the cloths 
in the two countries appears to be in the 
num ber of the yarn, the Americon mills 
using No. 28 and No. 36 to No. 38 for the 
warp and weft respectively, and the Eng­ 
lish mills No. 32 and Nos. 40 and 42. 
The report contains a great variety ol 
statistics in detail, taken from the actual 
accounts of factories at Lowell and Burn­ 
ley. 
The principal object of the inquliy 
was to learn the cost of labor in produc­ 
ing a given quantity of goods in the two 
countries. The conclusion reached as to 
spinning is this: “ U nder all conditions, 
taking the most profitably worked mill 
in England as a basis of comparison with 
our 
mills 
in 
America, it will 
be 
seen that in the spinning of medium 
num bers our 
cost is almost on a 
par, and th at we pay no more for our la­ 
bor than is paid in cotton spinning in 
England, an a considerably less than is 
paid on the Continent, if we take the 
wages bv the pound of product and not 
by the aay wages earned by the spinner 
in the different countries. 
In fact the 
latter is an illusory measure of cost, and 
the former the only true one.” 
“ Weav­ 
ing,” the writer says, “ is paid per cut at 
the rate of 20c. for fifty yards in Lowell. 
The rate *t which w e»\ing is paid for 


this particular print cloth in Lancashire 
at the present tim e is I2%d. or 25,V{¿c., 
per cut of fifty yards, being 25 per cent 
higher than the rate paid in Lowell; or, 
to put it in another form, 40c. in Lowell 
ana 51c. in Lancashire per 100 yards. 
The direct cost for the same le n g th - 
seven yards to the pound—in America is, 
therefore, for weaving 2.80c , and in Lan­ 
cashire 3.57c.” This indicates that the 
am ount paid for the labor in a given pro­ 
duct is less in Massachusetts than in 
Lancashire. 
On perusing the article further I come 
to the groseest fabrication with which 
the author has favored us. 
I allude to 
the statem ent, “ And there is still another 
thought that does not occur to most men, 
and that is, that while wages in Europe 
are not half so high upon the average 
as wages in America, the cost of the 
necessaries of life is from 20 to 40 per 
cent, higher there than here.” 
The 
necessaries of life are generally allowed 
to be: 
R ent, fuel, food and clothing. 
In regard to rent, a workingman in Lan­ 
cashire can hire a four-roomed house, 
with separate yard, free water and good 
drainage for 5 shillings and 6 pence, or 
$1.32 per week. In Lowell he would 
have to pay at least $2 per week, and 
would 
get a very inferior, dirty sort of 
place for that price. The Lancashire 
workman can hire a cheaper house with 
less accommodation for $1 per week, or 
as low as 60 cents. 
Then as to fuel, the 
price in Lancashire is about $3.50 per 
to n ; in Lowell $7.59. Please remember, 
also, that the English ton contains 240 
pounds more than the American ton. 
Gas is about 75 cents per thousand feet 
in 
Lancashire; 
whereas, in Lowell, 
where gas is probably cheaper than 
most other places, except such as are 
supplied 
with 
natural 
gas, 
the 
price 
is 
about 
$1.20, 
and 
the 
quality inferior in illuminating power to 
the English. 
Furtherm ore, it is not 
necessary in England to keep up such 
hot fires as are needed in M assachusetts 
in winter, nor to run them all night, con­ 
sequently less fuel is required. 
As for food, I may say that flour of 
the same grade as that sold in Lanca­ 
shire for 60 cents costs in Lowell 75 cents. 
Butter is about the same, so are potatoes. 
Meat is somewhat cheaper in M assachu­ 
setts for average cuts, but not for the 
choicest, whilst in quality the American 
m eat is’inferior. 
Bacon is better and cheaper in Eng­ 
land, as well as tea, sugar, rice, canned 
salm o n an d many other articles. Cloth­ 
ing, of good quality, is infinitely cheaper 
in England, both made up goods and 
material by the piece. 
There is, I know, 
a large quantity of gentlem en’s clothing 
sold in this country at low prices, but 
such clothing is always made of inferior 
goods, partially or mostly composed of 
cotton. Really good woollen dress goods 
costing 75 cents a yard in England 
would be $1.25 here, good velveteen 
costing 75 cents a yard in England would 
be at least $1.50 here, and so on with 
many other less costly articles. Com­ 
pare the following:

The necessaries of life in Lancashire, 
are, therefore, very much cheaper than 
infcLowell. 
Quod erat demonstrandum. 
Of course many will ask: “ W hy do 
Englishm en come to this country ?” In 
reply I will say “ for the same reason that 
Easterners move westwards,” or 
in 
other words, “ Not because they expect 
to live under a freer government, or to 
eDjoy more security of life and property, 
but because they wish to live in a now 
country, where the population is less 
crowded, consequently less competition 
and more opportunities.” These are the 
usual advantages of new and compara­ 
tively undeveloped countries. 
. 
I could write much more, but have said 
enough to show that m any of the stereo­ 
typed assertions of 
Republicans are 
based not upon trujh, but upon the ver­ 
iest hearsay, nurtured by the only too 
common, but erroneous belief that the 
United States is the only free country in 
the world, and Americans are the only 
people who ever get fair wages, or can 
afford to buy a good square meal. Re­ 
publicans, like the old Tories, are ever 
ready to devise some scheme whereby 
they may add to their own disproportion­ 
ate wealth at the expense of the general 
mass of citizens, and for this they have 
employed Protection in the past, as they 
will do in the future if perm itted.

WEARERS OF THE STAR. 


W h a l th e C hief Han to S ay About 
Our P o lice Force. 
Chief of Police T. J. Cuddy said yes­ 
terday in relation to the charges which 
have been made against the manage­ 
ment of the Folice force by a contem po- 
ra ry : 
Of course I should not be M entor of 
my own responsibility, as .Chief of the 
Police Department. I can say that I do 
not like to give an opinion as to the ef­ 
ficiency or non-efficiency of the Police 
force, over which I have control. 
But I 
think it proper to state that I do not 
know of a single instance wherein this 
D epartm ent, taken as a whole, and op­ 
erated with the means and methods af­ 
forded it by the City Government, has 
proved inefficient. I know of no individ­ 
ual instance wherein any m em ber of the 
force has been derelict in the discharge 
of his duties. This force is provided with 
a Captain, Sergeants and clerks, whose 
duty it is to report to me dereliction of 
duty 
on 
the 
part of any officer, 
I have never yet received a report cen­ 
suring any member of the force. 
W hile 
I know of instances where men might 
have done better duty than they did, I 
have found on investigation th a t atten­ 
tion to their duties, as sworn officers of 
the law, was not lacking. 
They simply 
might have exercised better judgment. 
Possibly they did not possess it.” 
“ W hy are these stories concerning the 
inefficiency of the force so frequently 
given publication ?” 
“ I cannot say,” replied Mr. Cuddy. 
“ I believe they em anate from the May­ 
or’s office. 
You know there is a non­ 
concurrence between the Mayor, the 
President of the Council and myself in 
the opinion held by these officials as to 
how this departm ent should be operated. 
I confess to the fact that there is a mis­ 
understanding between these gentlemen 
and myself in regard to this question. 
Under bonds to the city and elected to 
the 
office 
I 
hold, 
I 
have, 
and 
do 
deem 
it 
proper 
to 
operate 
that office in a way that I think will 
work to the advantage of the city. I 
have been obstructed more than once, 
but am now used to being obstructed and 
do not mind it much. 
I propose to run 
this office as I think it should be run, 
and its looks as if my policy did not suit 
my confreres on the Board of Police 
Commissioners.” 
“ You will notice th. ^attacks made on 
the departm ent and i 
myself by the 
paper you refer toare a.'.'uy innuendo. I 
do not state positively that these attacks 
em anate from the source I have named, 
but I have reason to believe they do.” 
“ Do you think, Chief, that the means 
you have at hand for guarding persons 
and property here in Los Angeles are 
adequate?” asked the reporter. 
“ No; I do not. We have m en enough 
to about half patrol the city. People do 
not seem to consider the vastness of the 
area covered by Los Angeles. 
All police 
beats are m uch larger than they should 
be. The outside portions of the city are 
not sufficiently guarded. W hile I do not 
say that the present force is too sm all, I 
assert that if proper auxiliaries to a 
police patrol were employed the work of 
this departm ent would be of a much 
more efficient character.” 
“ W hat are tho necessary auxiliaries?” 
“ A patrol wagon and system of electrical 
police calls. The patrol wagon, such as 
it will be, will soon be provided. The 
new wagon is under way, and it should 
be completed within a fortnight. This 
wagon is to be hauled by one horse, and 
will be manned by a driver and conduc­ 
tor. In conjunction with a patrol wagon, 
the force should be provided with an 
electric call system. That is call boxes, 
for police usage only, should be put up 
in distant parts of town, such as are U6ed 
in Chicago, Kansas City, San Francisco 
and other leading cities. I have demon­ 
strated the effectiveness of such apparat­ 
us. We have now three boxeB. 
A call 
may be made through this system and 
answered, if a mile away, in eight m in­ 
utes,by an effective wagon patrol. Los An­ 
geles is constantly growing, aud as fast 
as the city grows additional police pro­ 
tection will be required. The Depart­ 
m ent should have been provided with a 
patrol'wagon fully two years ago. Now, 
with the wagon and a telegraphic call box 
service, we could handle the city with 
ease. 
As it is special officers have to be 
appointed all the time. 
We will have a 
complete 
Departm ent 
when 
we are 
placed in a moment’s communication 
with distant points in town and are 
provided with good patrol wagon ser­ 
vice. The trouble I really feel we have 
to deal with in this 
m atter is lack of 
funds. 
The city 
is 
practically 
without money. 
One 
fund contrib­ 
utes 
to 
the support 
of 
another. 
Still I say, all things considered, the Los 
Angeles police force is to-day the most 
efficient the city has ever possessed. Any 
kick coming against it I think unwar­ 
ranted, and inspired either by malice or 
with a desire of attaining to political 
prestige. 
The idea 
seems to 
have 
gained ground that the force is to be 
adapted to political machine purposes. 
This is not so. I want men under me 
to earn their salary, to attend to their 
duties, preserve tho peace and let poli­ 
tics alone.”

Ozrena is the professional or technloal nam e 
given to an sdvanced form of oatarrh in w hich 
ulcoration h as eaten through tho m em brane 
lin in g of th e nose to th e cartillage of th e bone.
